AZALEAS 

Great  Flame  Azalea 

(Azalea  calendulacea) 

The  gayest  and  most  brilliant  flowering  shrub 
known.  From  early  May  until  well  into  the  month 
of  June  this  plant  is  covered  with  orange  yellow  or 
flame  red  blooms.  Foliage  remains  good  until  late 
Fall.  No  landscape  could  be  more  striking  than  a 
hillside  of  Flame  Azaleas  in  full  bloom. 

Azalea  canescens  (Piedmont  Azalea) 

Rosy  pink  flowers  of  great  beauty,  in  May,  before 
unfolding  of  leaves,  fill  the  air  with  sweet  fragrance. 

Azalea  nudiflora  (Pinxter  Azalea) 

Pink  to  white  blooms  in  early  May,  a  very  free 
bloomer  and  withstands  a  lot  of  exposure.  Fine  for 
dry,  open  plantings.

Mountain-laurel 

(Kalmia  latifolid) 

Evergreen  shrub,  beautiful  the  year  round.  In 
June,  when  in  bloom,  this  is  one  of  the  most  glorious 
shrubs.  Rosy  pink  or  almost  white  flowers  nearly 
hide  the  dark  green  foliage.  Wonderful  cover  for 
birds.  Same  price  as  the  above  Azaleas. 


RHODODENDRONS 

Rhododendron  carolinianum 

(Carolina  Rhododendron) 

The  most  beautiful  of  the  Rhododendrons,  grow¬ 
ing  6-8  feet  high.  Stands  exposure  unusually  well. 
Produces  a  wealth  of  rose  pink  flowers  in  early  May. 
Our  plants  are  growing  in  open  fields  and  are  ex¬ 
posed  to  hot  sun  and  hard  winds.  We  recommend 
this  plant  for  exposed  plantings.

Rhododendron  maximum 

A  hardy  Rhododendron,  grows  to  a  height  of 
15  to  25  feet,  under  ideal  conditions,  making  it  a 
wonderful  plant  for  mass  effects.  The  luxuriant 
growth  of  dark  green,  narrow  leaves,  6  to  12  inches 
long,  gives  a  delightful  atmosphere.  Light  pink 
flowers,  about  2  inches  broad,  are  borne  in  large 
clusters  and  great  abundance  in  June  and  early  July.

CORNUS  FLORIDA 

(White  Dogwood) 

Very  showy,  white  flowers  in  early  May.  Foliage 
turns  to  deep  red  in  Autumn  and  bright  red  ber¬ 
ries  hang  on  until  late  Winter,  furnishing  excellent 
feed  for  birds.

Hemlock

Planting  and  Care  of 
Azaleas  and  Rhododendrons 

To  get  satisfactory  results,  keep  plants  well  mulch¬ 
ed  with  leafmold,  straw,  sawdust,  peat  moss  or  rot¬ 
ted  hardwood  leaves;  protect  Rhododendrons  from 
strong  drying  winds  and  hot  sun  by  planting  Hem¬ 
lock  or  other  hardy  evergreens  on  the  north  and  west 
exposures;  give  the  plants  plenty  of  water  the  first 
growing  season.  Treat  your  plants  to  these  simple 
directions  and  they  will  afford  you  pleasure  and 
plenty  of  flowers. 


LEAFMOLD 

A  natural  food  for  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons  and 
Ferns.  Very  fine  for  all  flower  beds  and  potted 
plants.  Weight  about  25  lbs.  per  bushel,  packed  in 
two  bushel  bags.
